Herzog All-round Star. 


“Picking all-American athletic 
teams is often regarded as pastime. 
However, if there is any excuse for the 
selection of mythical football elevens 
there certainly must be real justifica- 
tion in featuring the best in a line of 
sport which shows up more clearly 
the individual merits of an athlete. In 
keeping with this contention, the 
writer has endeavored to put the spot- 
light of publicity on the three best 
baseball nines that can be secured 
from the ranks of major league clubs. 

“In the above choices, exclusive of 
pitchers and catchers, the names have 
been drawn after a careful considera- 
tion of all that goes for championship 
baseball, including temperament, 
teamwork and natural ability. For 
instance, there is the case of Buck 
Herzog, who is given third base on the 
first club in preference to Homerun 
Baker, Heine Zimmerman. Hein Groh 
and others. 

“To readers who might prefer to see 
some other man at the hot corner, we 
would say that Herzog is one of the 
nerviest players in the sport. His 
fighting spirit was one of the greatest 
factors in the winning streak of the 
Giants, and the feat of the New Yorks 
is about the greatest thing in base- 
ball's history. The indomitable Buck 
ig good on three positions he stars at 
second, short or third. He can not 
play like Rabbit Maranville or Eddie 
Collins in their respective positions, so 
the third base alternative must be ac- 
cepted. Followers of the game need 
only go back to the world’s series of 
1912 to get a line on Herzog's third- 
base play. With Buck on an infield 
the others unconsciously go at top 
speed, so what more need be said? 

Maranville Best Shortstop. 

“Walter Maranville is the greatest 
shortstop in the game today and is the 
ideal man to top the batting order. 
The Rabbit does not hit for a_ .800 
average, but he gets many bases on 
balls, and is very dangerous after 
reaching first. Daubert is better than 
Ha) Chase on account of the difference 
in temperament. Both are corking 
ball players.

Maybe the U-53 brought over 
another note about the Lusitania. 

Reeruiting in Ireland is in the 
same condition as reeruiting in 
Canada, and for the same reason. 
Voluntary enlistment without 
energetic aid persistent direction 
and inspiration has failed to meet 
the requirements in both places. 


What recruiting needs in Can- 
ada is an infusion of enthusiasm.

assa.’’ By the same line of rea- 
soning, as both Canada and Ger- 
inany desire to ‘‘econtrol’’ Canada, 
a recruit for the Canadian army is

As only half the taxes being 
levied annually are now being 
paid, a proposal is mooted to get 
from the Legislature power to 
stop setting aside sinking funds 
to meet the city’s debt, for say five 
years. The proposal is novel, 
and there are dangers inherent in 
the scheme which require very 
careful consideration. It is, of 
course, an unfortunate situation 
that while the city has to pay 
6 1-2 per cent. for money borrow- 
ed to carry on business it must at 
the same time set aside a _ large 
part of what tax money is received 
as sinking funds, upon which it 
can realize only 5 1-2. per cent. 
But setting aside the sink‘ng fund 
is equivalent to paying a debt, 
and to stop setting aside this sum 
for a time would mean that later | 
on we would have to set aside 
twice as much per year to catch 
up. That in turh would mean | 
that when ‘‘things take a turn for 
the better’? the city would be 
handicapped by this double assess- 
uient on the tax levy, and either 
the taxes would have to be inereas- 
ed or we should have to hold ex- 
penditure down to a hard times 
basis when growth of population 
and business demanded that ex- 
penditure be increased. Provided 
at that time we could collect the 
tax arrears this would make up 
the deficit in the sinking funds, 
but that supposition is somewhat 
of the nature of speculating on the 
future of real estate values. It | 
should not be forgotten either that 
to suspend the allottments to the 
sinking fund would cause a certain | 


uneasiness on the part of our bond. 
holders, and might have a deterr 
ing influence when the times comes 
hat we shall again want to bor- 
row money for constructive under- 
tukings. Provided we were sure of 
uninterrupted good management 
of our finances the risk might be 
encountered, but unfortunately 
we have no assurance of  sueh 
management for five years or more 
to come, The scheme is not one | 
to be approved or condemned 


without study, but as au alterna 
tive to levying taxes upon those 


their operations. |None-the-less, 
it is both fair, and in the general 
interests of these enterprises and 
of the city, that the public be 
afforded every facility for learning

Protection for Investors. 

To the Bulletin: Would you kinely 
outline the duties of the provineial 
bublic utilities commission and in 
What way their ruling protect the in- 
vesting public? 

INVES'TOR. 

The public utilities commission in- 
vestigates the standing of companies 
in connection with the operation of 
the Sale of Shares Act with the view 
t protecting the public against frau- 
Culent promotions. But the certificate 
issued by the commission aistinetly 
States that the board does tot take 
any responsibility in reecominending 
investment, Obviously the commis- 
sion could not do so, as a company may 
be promoted with all honesty of inten- 
tion and still be wrecked by misman- 
egement. The commission also tries to 
brotect the public against undue op- 
timism on the part of promoters, and 
tukes particular care that promotion 
expenses be kept within reasonable 
bounds. The commission has also ruled | 
that promotion stock shall be tied up 
until the company is a success, The 
consequence is that there cannot take 
place in the future such transactions 
as marked the oil flotations of a few 
years ago, In addition to its work un- 
der The Sale of Shares’ Act, the com- 
nifssion has general oversight over 
public utility companies supplying 
light and water to municipalities, 
aiso passes on debentures issued by 

‘ipalities, as a protection to in- 
ind as a protection to the tax- 
payers of the municipalities concerned 
against overborrowing and indulgence 
in extravagant expenditures.

OUTLOOK 
IN ATHABASCA 
RIVER SECTION 


Great Northern Company Now 
Drilling to Test the Possibili- 
ties of the District 


A. F. A. Coyne, president and man- 
againg director of The Great North- 
ern Oil & Asphalt Co., Ltd., in com- 
pany with A. T., McAuslan, general 
manager of The Northern Fiscal 
Agency, have just returned to Edmon-~ 
ton after a three weeks sojourn in the 
rorth country, making their head- 
quarters at the oil well of the Great 
Northern Oil & Asphalt Co., where 
drilling operations have been under 
way for some time, 

Asked as to his opinion of the Atha- 
basca River district as an oll fleld, Mr, 
Coyne spoke very optimistically, “The 
great and steady Yise of the anticlinal’ 
said he, “is very marked trom the old 
felican wells, the sandstones clearly 
standing out en bloc all along the Ath- 
abasca river; and as one floats aowiu 
their elevation gradually increases, 
until they rise high from the level of 
the river to the total top of the high 
banks, This formation is most distinct 
between the Pelican river up to House 
River, as well as the gradual rise of 
the Pelican shales, So unfaulted and 
clear is the anticlinal that the most 
casual observer can trace it. 

“The geological formation of this 
country is everywhere conceded by ex 
perienced mining men as a perfect 
one, and a chart has been formed by 
which it is possible to detail the theo- 
retical depth of the oil sands, which 
lie ‘directly under the Clearwater 
»hales, on which lie the Pelican sand- 
stones,”’ 

“The probable width of this for- 
mation is as yet doubtful, but from in- 
vestigations carricd on privately under 
Mr. Coyne's direction he places it at 
about 40 miles, the clear cross section 
at House Rover, where Mr, Coyne is 
sinking the well, caused by the ero- 
sion of the banks of 4%@ House River, 
clearly define a gentle slope running 
cast and west. From this Mr. Coyne's 
contention is that the Great Northern 
cil well is placed correctly to test the 
oil possibilities at this point. 

While Mr, Coyne was reticent as to 
what indications had already been 
struck, as well as the depth attained, 
he said that the indications were just 
what he expected to find if oil exists 
there, and that an effort was being 


made to bring in the well before 
freeze up. 
Mr. McAuslan, on behalf of The 


Northern Fiscal Agency, an Edmonton 
mining concern financing the drilling, 
under their contract with the com- 
pany, intimated that the chances were 
ten to one for an important oil strile, 
the indications being excellent, and 
warranting the completion of the well. 
‘One thing we are sure of” he said, 
‘is that if the oil is there in quantity 
we are going to bring in a real oil 
well, which will flow a'steady stream 
of an oil around 38 Baume. This is a 
thin crude, hitch in napthas and gaso- 
line and low in lubricating percen- 
tuges. One thing the people of Alber: 
ta can rely on is, we are going to get 
tc the bottom and find out, and the 
time is not far off. An important oil 
well before Christmas will do this 
country a deal of good.”

ton, and at Prince of Wales Island 
business is more or less tied up on ae- 
count of the war, In addition to gold 
mining there are a couple of marble 
quarries being operated, the output of 
which is restricted on account of the 
shortage of labor.
